Big Hop Ranch.
BrokANE, SBept. 16.—Hop plokiog in
all its glory is golog on at the Big Sno-
qualmle hop ranch on the Boogualmie
river, as In all other parts of the Puget
Bound country, The best reports are
coming In from the distriots adjacent
to the city sod a fulr average crop of
exoellent quality s belug ploked,
Captain George W. Guve, manager ol
the big Booqualmie hop yurds, eaye
that the yield of the yard this year will
be 1800 pounds to the sore, now worth
17 cents per pound and the company
has 375 nores of the finest looking hope
that ever were seen.

The principal stockholders of the
Bnogualmie hop growers' assoolstion,
which owns the big yard, are: Rich-
ard Jeoffs, of White river, president;
George W. Gove, vice president and
manager: H, Dutard, of Ban Frapeisoo,
treasarer; G, K. Baxter, of Seattle.
The compsny began operations in
the spring of 1885, That year they
planted 200 acres Lo hops and now have
8§76 aores. They also have over 100
weres of oats, as many acres of timothy
bay, twenty acres of potatoes, severa)
acres of sll kinds of vegetables, enough
to supply the furm all the yeaur. Taey
also have thiws hores of Lobaoou, They
bave the handsomest orchard in the
state, oovering furty mores and contain-
ing apple, peach and plum trees. These
trees were planted twenty-six years
sgo. The company purchased 1200
acres. They bhave s large part now un-
der cultivation. The average forge em-
ployed on the rmuoch s from 60 to 100
persons. ‘There are sbout 75 on the pay
roll darlng the month of ploking. There
will be over 1000 plekers o the yard
this year, one-half of the bumbur belug
Indlans,

The Booqualmin bop ranch le sitcated
ina onatural pralrie surrouinded by u
dense forest. The Sooqualmie river
flows through the hop fuide. Bight
hop bouses sud 24 kiloa snd sheds wre
distributed at convenient poluls on the
plantation for shelter of Indian plokers,
There are 356 horses kept busy on the
ranch, 20 head of cows, hogs, chilokens,
oto. 'rn. botel s & threewtory bulld-
ing surrounded by beds of lovely flow-
era and plaots, The botel ls 60x100
feol sud ls plastered throughout.
There are rooms for 70 guests, each
room In supplied with pure water plpes
from o large spring aod turped on o
enoh room by faucets, Kast of the ho-
tel is & boarding house for smployes of
the farm. This Iy two stories, 36x70,
with L 80x86 feet, and between this h
the company store, 40x100 fest. The
average stock of merchandise ls sbout
